Extra& of a Letter from Paris, to the Author of the 
Amfterdam Gazette. 


* You were mifinform'd in an Article in one of your 
late Gazettes, concerning certain Prefents therein 
mentioned to be defign’d from this Court for the 
Duke of Lorain, and his intended Confort. Indeed 
-it was reported fo from one End of Paris to the other, 
but without Foundation; and what gave Occafion to 
the t is this. M. Govers, the King’s 
Jeweller, had tately made feveral very rich ‘Toys of 
exceeding fine Workmanthip, particularly a Sword, 
a Cane Head, a curious Service of Spoons, Forks, 
Knives, and Marrow Spoon, a Salticllar, a Snutt- 
Box, a Lady’s Watch, &c. all of Gold, adorn'd 
with Diamonds and Emeralds, and of a new Fathipn. 
Thefe things being all very fine, and having a grind 
Appearance, the Workmen thinking them, no doubt, 
more coitly than they are in reality fuppofed, they 
could be defign’d for nobody lefs than Sovereign 
Princes; and with that Notion, gave out, that they 
were intended for the Duke of Lorain and the Arch- 
dutchefs, on account of their enfuing Marriage. But 
the Truth is, that thofe Toys belonged to the Sieur 
John Adam Liebert, a Merchant at Augsburg, and 
to John Rodolph Mieg, who have carried them to 
Vienna fora Market. This you may depend upon 
to be Fact, &e.’’ 





Extra& of another Letter from Paris, dated Jan. 26. 
O. S. to @ Gentleman at Amiterdam. — 


‘ The formal Acceffion of the Court of Spain to 
the Preliminaries of Vienna, and the Abdication of 
King Staniflaus, are at prefen: the two principal 
Objects of the Attention of Politicians, becaufe they 
are the two greatelt Obitacles to the Execution of the 
Regulations agreed upon between the Emperor and 
France. Neverthelefs, there’s all the Reaion that 
can be to hope for a happy Determination on the 
Part of his Catholick Majeity, and that very foon ; 
and the Difficulty thould itil! fubfift with regard to 
Poland, no doubt a Refolutign will be taken to cut 
the Knot, rather than be hamper’d with i any

* it does not feem fo eafy to get over. The Court of 
‘ France has, in fome Meafure, undertaken to get the 
* faid At accepted, by the very Poles who eleéted that 
* Prince: The King’s Mimifter the Abbe PAnglois, has 
* prefénted feveral Memorials to perfuade them to it ¢ 
* but hitherto they have been all ineffeétual. Thofe 
* Noblemen, befides other Excufes, alledge, that the 
Form of the Abdication propofed to their Acceptance, 
is entirely contrary toftheirHonour, to theirCon{cience, 
and to all the Laws and Cuftoms of Poland ; by con- 
coniequence, they fay, they cannot accept to the faid 
Abdication of King Staniflaus, unlefs it be peform’d 
exactly like that of the late King John Cafimir, that 
is to fay, in a general Affembly of the Orders and 
States of the Kingdom, becaufe an Abdication ought 
to be veiled with the fame Formalities as an EleAion. 
—— It muft be own'd, in fhort, that many of their 
Arguments are juft ; but they are not conformable to 
that Droit de convenance, which is the prefent Rule of 
Aétion : that, as I before obferved, in cafe their 
‘ DifficultieS cannot be folved, they will be cut 
‘ through. lam, &c.
